The pilot of a small plane which 
crashed Into a meadow near Beaver 
Dam road, Bristol Township. Satur 
urday, died IS hours after the crash 
in Mercer Hospital, Trenton. Hos­ 
pital physicians said the victim. El 
mer Jones. 36, 634 main street, 
Riverton, N. J., remained ancon 
•clou* until hit death early yester­ 
day morning. 
Another victim of the tragedy, 
John W. Bllntllff, 38. of 806 Fair­ 
view street. Riverside, ti. J., who 
wee In the craft at the time of the 
accident, was listed in fair cond! 
tion by hospital physicians. 
Th* plane, Identified by Chief 
John R. Stewart, of Bristol Town­ 
ship Police, as a Luscomb Model 
S-A, crashed Into a static wire nar­ 
rowly missing a 136,000 volt high 
tension cable.

State’s New Use Tax 
Is Accepted Calmly 


O peration of the state's one-cent 
sales and use tax, now four weeks 
old, is running sm oothly, according 
to Norman Vogel, president of the 
Mill Street B usinessm en’s Associa­ 
tion. 
“ W hat surprises me," Vogel de­ 
clared, "is th at the people a re bo 
com placent about this tax. Nobody 
com plains. There are no arguments. 
Everybody ju st pays." 
Few Com plaints H eard 
Otto F. Messner, secretary of the 
state departm ent of revenue, said 
there were few complaints about 
the tax, because the levy la for 
public school purposes. He said 
people are accepting the tax aa 
a "vital civic responsibility.” 
Though the operation is smooth, 
Vogel said th e tax , collections a ra 


still a headache with the record 
keeping involved. 
One plan for reducing the tax for 
custom ers in 5-and-10-cent and the 
variety stores, where several small 
purchases could pile up the tax, is 
a sales tax slip approved by the 
state.

Under the plan, if a customer 
buys a 20-cent item, which draw s 
a one-cent tax, the customer gets 
a punched slip which permits him 
to buy additional items up to a 
dollar without having to pay addi­ 
tional one-cent taxes.
